LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 15— (U.P.)—Just as the dusk 


of a gray October evening fell over the Atlantic seaboard, a 
great silver dirigible slipped down to earth here at 5:40 p. m. 
today and a new milestone in the amazing history of aviation

The Graf Zeppelin, largest air- 
ship ever built, had succeeded in 
crossing the Atlantic ocean with 
a crew of 40 men and 2U pas- 
sengers, and haq come safely to 
earth after the first transatlantic 
flight ever. attempted for commer- 
cial purposes.
